Information Disclosure Statement

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Upon further consideration, the utility and enablement rejections are withdrawn 
for the following reasons. At pg. 104, Example 18 of the instant specification 
demonstrates that the mRNA associated with the PR01864 polypeptide (SEQ ID 
NO: 14) is overexpressed in melanoma compared to normal skin tissue and the 
specification asserts that the PR01864 polypeptide can be used as a diagnostic 
marker. No evidence to the contrary has been identified for this particular polypeptide. 
Thus, the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §§ 101 and 112, first paragraph, are withdrawn.
